make the ceremony the occasion for 
delivering his inaugural address.

CASE GRAVE, SAYS 


BRITISH PREMIER 


English Leader Warns His 
Countr3rmen of Serious 
Situation. 


London, Feb. 23.—Premier IJoyd- 
George said in a speech in the house 
of commons today that the success of 
the allied cause depended on the abil- 
ity to 
solve the 
tonnage shortage, 
which was now affecting the ordinary 
needs of the nation and military ex- 
igencies. 
The situation, he declared, 
called for the gravest measures. 


The premier said there was no sure 
way to victory without hunting the 
submarines from the deep. 


Enormous sacrifices were necessary 
from the British public, said Mr. Lloyd- 
George. 
He stated the 
government 
proposed to dispense with all non- 
essential importations 
to save ton- 
nage. 


Crowded Hou.sc Hears. 


There was a crowded house at the 
special meeting held today to li.sten to 
the premier's statement on the re- 
striction of imports and the encourage- 
ment of agriculture. 
Among those in 
the diplomatic gallery were Premier 
Borden of Canada. Premier Massey of 
New Zealand and many I'cpresenta- 
tlves of allied nations and the domln 
ion.s. 


The premier said the ultimate suc- 
cess of the allied cause depended on 
the solution of the tonnage difficulties 
',vit:< which lhe.v were confroutpc'. Re- 
f »r« iJi^*war British tonnfRi. ii.-id l^>e^u^^ 
j'lsi. " adecjuate and 
since th«t time 
there had been an enormous mcreasj 
in the demand for tonnage. 
More 
than 1,000,000 tons of British yhipping 
had been allotted to France alor.e and 
a very considerable amount had been 
set aside for Russia and Italy. 
In ad- 
dition 
a considei-able 
amount had 
been sunk. 


Mr. Lloyd-George said that for some 
time there has been a shortage of ton- 
nage required for the general needs 
of the nation and even a slight short- 
age of tonnage for military purposes. 
The nation should realize absolutely 
what the conditions were. 


Drastic Measures Demanded. 


"If we take drastic measures," he 
continued, "we can cope with the sub- 
marine menace, but If the nation is 
not prepared to accept drastic meas- 
ures for dealing with the menacie dis- 
aster Is before us. 


"The government is hopeful of find- 
ing means of dealing with the ijubma- 
rlne, but we should be guilty of foily 
if we rested tranquilly upon the ex- 
pectation of realization of that hope.

to 
deal 
ruthlessly 
pnd 
promptly with the tonnage problem 
by measures which impose great sac- 
rifices upon the country.

First, by the navy, as developed by 
Sir Edward Carson (first lord of the 
admiralty);

Big Things 
Accomplished. 


Under suspension of the rules by a vote of 68 to 24 the Indiana 
house has passed the IMastmi-McKiiiley senate part suffrage measure 
Avhich extends to ^vomen the privilege of the ballot for many offices 
in Indiana, and the measure now goes to Governor Goodrich for sig- 
jjature. He has on numerons occasions intimated that he would 
promptly sign such a measure if it were passed. It was practically cer- 
tain that suffrage would go through the house safely, though the ac- 
tion late Thursday afternoon came as something of a surprise just at 
that time. The l)ill was swept through after ineffectual attempts had 
been made to delay it by the attaching of amendments which would 
have made the measiure the subject of conference. Incidentallj'-, it 
may be noted, the bill as passed gives Indiana women a voice in choos- 
ing delegates to the constitutional convention. 


ToHhe 1917 session of tlie Indiana general assembly must unques- 
tionally be accorded the record for doing big things. Certainly no 
legislature of recent years can approach it in the matter of accom- 
plishment in tremendously important matters. 
Constitutional con- 
vention, stato-wide prohibition and woman suffrage all enacted into 
law within a period of less than sixty days constitutes a showing such 
as has been made by few states in the union, and the decisive majority 
which was recorded for these measures in every case leaves little open 
to debate. It will be noted, also, that the work is the fruit of neither 
a republican legislature nor a democratic legislature, for Indiana just 
now has neither of these things. The house is rather heavily repub- 
lican while the senate is a political tie, but in the case of each of the 
three big questions there was scarcely the semblance of party lines in 
the divisions. To that fact more than any other, doubtless, is due the 
achievement of big things. Either party in unquestioned legislative 
control would doubtless have backed and filled and hedged and 
dodged with the result that all three of the measures would have fail- 
ed of enactment. 


It is not to be oxpected, of course, that Indiana people were a 
unit for any or aill the big enactments. Perhaps even many of those 
who have championed them' sturdily will be later constrained to ad- 
mit some measure of disappointment at the manner in which they 
work out. Beyond question, however, they represent the present will 
of a majority of tbc p^^ople, and we govern, theoretically, at least, by 
the will of the majority. However you maj'- have personally felt to- 
ward the constitutional convention, the dry state or votes for women, 
laws which provide all of them are noAv an accomplished fact in In- 
diana, and as a good citizen of the state you will lend your support to 
their endorsement and your influence to a fair trial of the enactments 
from which much good may reasonably be expected.

The Wilson and Bryan League of Indiana has in formal resolu- 
tions given approval to Governor Goodrich's i)rogram of economy and 
excise tax, but at last reports a lot of the governor's former friends 
who a few months ago were noisily whooping it up for his election 
seem to be hopelessly off the reservation. It's getting so you 
never can tell in these days.

would, he thinks, bring about 
better 
relations between capital and labor.

illness is a mishap 
that few escape. Insurance 
companies 
in recent years have greatly increased 
their operations In the 
field of acci- 
dent insurance, but insurance against 
illness has remained largely the pie- 
rogative of 
fraternal societies where 
acquaintances with individual 
mem- 
bers is possible and fraud less likely. 


It is notable that n^any employers 
in late years have voluntarily under- 
taken policies with safeguarding of 
the employer's health in view. 
Many 
great and small industrial 
corpora- 
tions and mercantile 
establishments 
have provided swimming pools, gym- 
nasiums and other means of healthful 
recreation for workers. 
A number of 
busineess firms employ physicians for 
the purpose of looking after the wel- ¡' 
fare of employes and some even pro- 
vide dental services to employes free 
of charge. 
Each employe 
ordinarily 
is fitted for some special duty and the 
substitution of another not so skilled 
caused 
by 
illness 
is unquestionably 
a financial loss to the employer.

The federal gov- 
ernment has made beginnings in this 
direction. Not only 
are federal

ployment bureaus helping to connect 
the migratory worker with a job, but 
it is now said the department of labor 
and the public health service may un- 
dertake to provide the "hobo" 
with 
rooms in larger cities—where the men 
may meet and talk over their problems 
--and to furnish a physician to act as 
medical adviser. 
These are smaU re- 
forms in a big 
world, 
but they 
are 
inevitable 
in the 
present 
industrial 
system. 
We ought to do something to

Indianapolis, Feb. 23.—The 
senate 
bill granting limited suffrage to In- 
diana women was passed by the house 
of representatives yesterday afternoon. 
67 to 24, under suspension of the rules. 
The bill now awaits the signature of 
Governor Goodrich to become a law. 


The women of Indiana will vote for 
the first time in tlie hundred years' his- 
tory of the state at the election to se- 
lect delegates to a constitutional con- 
vention in September, and will vote 
also in the city elections in November. 
Thoy are empowered to vote in state 
and national elections fur all except 
offices expressly named in the state or 
federal constitution.s. 


Plans 
to 
push 
the 
sufCiage 
bill 
through were 
matured 
early in

course of the day, but the work wijs 
done so rapidly that suffrage leaders 
did not have time to call the large num- 
ber of women advocates who, it is cer- 
tain, would havn packed the chamber 
to overflowing if they had been aj)- 
pri.sed in time of the contemplated ac- 
tion on the measure for which they 
have been laboring for years.

There has been 
much 
misunder- 
standing about the term "balanced ra- 
tions." 
One would get the impression 
from many of the statements made 
that nature 
checks accounts after 
each meal, and that one must have 
just the right proportion of each food 
at each meal. 


As a matter of fact, we live today on 
what we ate yesterday, and we do well 
if we keep the balance within the day. 


It is possible that one may get as 
much protein in the dinner as In the 
other two meals combined, or that the 
lunch may give a Targe proportion 
of starchy food. 
But .there Is a kind 
of balance to be secured by observ- 
ing the following rules: 


1.—Try to have representatives of 
all the food pi-inciples at each meal— 
not too much of protein or fat or car- 
bohydrate. 
To that end, do not have 
meat and macaroni and cheese 
to- 
gether, nor rice and potatoes, nor fried 
potatoes and doughnuts. 


2.—A clear soup and ice. Instead of 
a cream soup 
and 
heavy 
dessert, 
should be used with a substantial main 
course; or if one wishes a rich soup 
and a heavy dessert, such as plum 
pudding, the main course should be 
lighter. 


3.—Do not repeat 
the 
same 
food 
even in different forms in the same 
nreal, as tomato 
soup 
and 
tomato 
salad. 
Use fruit for the salad. 


4.—Make some 
contrast 
between 
courses. 
Monotony and 
a 
general 
grayness or deadly dullness are not 
any more desired in food than in peo- 
ple. 
Hamburg 
steak, canned corn, 
and mashed potatoes leave one wish- 
ing for something to give snap and 
character to the meal. 
Tomato sauce 
and baked apple would 
add 
color, 
flavor and character. 


5.—Make combinations pleasing In 
appearance and color. 
Have the salad 
an 
attractive 
color and fresh; the 
pastry, crisp; the bread, a good brown. 


6.—The question of variety cannot 
be disposed of In a sentence. 
One 
must have a definition 
of 
what 
is 
meant by variety. 
To some 
people 
It means cucumbers and strawberries 
in mid-winter; to others it means five 
kinds of vegetables and two kinds of 
pie and cake at one meal. 


7.—The cost of out-of-season foods 
prohibits for most people 
the 
first 
method 
of 
obtaining 
variety. 
The 
abundance Indicated in the next meth- 
od defeats Its own purpose, 
besides 
giving too much food at one meal. 


The 
method 
of 
securing 
variety 
coming into more general favor is by 
(a) The use of a few materials at a 
time, 
(b) Different methods of pre- 
paring the same article.

Minnesota legislature has introduced a 
bill to make it a crime to buy or sell 
imaginary wiieat, or any grain 
the 
buyer and seller trade in on paper 
only. It proliibits tho man who hasn't 
wheat from selling any, and the man 
w^ho buys it must take the grain and 
not the paper profits. 


In this way the league hopes to 
end grain gambling on the tloor of tho 
Minneapolis chamber 
of 
commerce, 
tho largest flour wheat market in the 
United States. 


"These grain gamblers get rich," 
Townley explained, "by 
taking 
toll 
from 
both 
producer and consumer. 
Every loaf of bread now costs mare 


than it would if the iramblcrs' profits 
hadn't been added to the wheat at the 
time the flour miller bought it. 


"The league's slogan, 'Make 
it 
a 
crime to gamble in foodstuffs,' will bo 
carried into every state in which tho 
league is organized among the fann- 
ers. That means in every agricultural 
state. 


"By next December the leaegue will 
have a thousand or more organizers 
in the field. We will be south as far 
as Texas, west to Colorado, and in tho 
southeastern states. 


"In the 1918 campaigns we will re- 
fuse Indorsement to those legislative 
candidates who favor 
gambling 
in 
foodstuffs, and the league 
members 
will go out of their way in tlie elections 
to defeat the food gamblers' candi- 
dates."

ARMY GENERAL STAFF 


GKSJlSyNOPSIS 


Makes Public Its Universal 
Service and Military 
Training Plan. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—The 
war 
de- 
partment made public today a synopsis 
of the army general staff universal serv- 
ice and training plan which was also 
sent to congress with e.«tiniatcs of cost 
and a detailed outline for a bill to car- 
ry it into effect. The main es.«entials of 
the plan are: 


One year of military training for all 
boys in their nineteenth 
year 
except 
those exempted for specified reason. 


Exemption to be extended to those 
physically or mentally unfit and those 
who are'the .sole support of otherwise 
destitute dependents. 


Training to consist of eleven month.s 
during the first year and two weeks dur- 
ing the second and third years of a re- 
servist.s' liability. 


War .service to be required of all who 
have been trained in the first and sec- 
ond reserve, the fir.st re.scrve duty to 
extend over a period of four years and 
one month after training and second re- 
serve duty for seven years. At the con- 
clusion of service in the organized re- 
serve the men woiild remain liable for 
duty until they reach the age of forty- 
live. 


In case where the reserve would be 
called out in their order, but further 
exemptions of a temporary character 
would be granted to those who have 
become the sole support of destitute de- 
pendents after training had been com- 
pleted and those whose position in civil 
lines of federal or state government-^ 
are indispensable to the conduct of 
war. 


Organization of the oversea garri- 
sons would remain substantially as at 
present, a regular permanent estab- 
lishment filled up by volunteers. There 
would be in addition small detachments 
of regular soldiers for frontier duty 
and 
also the 
training units 
which 
would be employed to instruct 
the 
classes of reservists. 
It is proposed to 
recruit these forces from the national 
guard or from organized militia and en- 
listed force of the legular army as a 
considerable increase over the ptP'Jent 
regular establishment 
would 
be re- 
quired. The synopsis lays stress on the 
fact that the plan proposes to estab'.isi' 
only "a reasonable measure of defen.se 
of the United States from successful 
invasion." 
The amount of 
training 
presdribed is estimated to be that ab- 
solutely necessary for a defensive army 
to have on connection with the training 
of any force for aggressive purposes.

An appeal has been made by the 
onion grovv'ers of northern Indiana to 
the 
department 
of 
agriculture 
at 
Washington, D. C., asking that a man 
be sent in August to stay here until 
the onion crop is marketed. 


Indiana ranks third in the produc- 
tion of onions. 
This production 
for 
conimercial 
purposes is confined 
al- 
most 
exclusively 
to 
the 
northern 
counties. 


The growers, it seems, have solved 
the problem of production rather sat- 
isfactorily, but 
they 
have 
not been 
successful in marketing to advantage. 
For instance, last fall, after their crop 
was ready for the market, the buyers, 
most of them representing the Brit- 
ish government, appeared 
and 
were 
able to convince most of the growers 
that there was an over-production of 
onions and that the price would not 
increase. 


As a result of representation of this 
kind the crop was generally sold at a 
moderate 
price. 
Now 
onions 
are 
worth several times what the groweis 
received 
for them. 
So the 
growei-s 
have conceived the idea of having the 
office of markets send them a 
man 
who would step in in August and help 
them get hold of the crop and market 
information 
that 
the 
buyers 
get 
through their own news agency. The 
office of markets is performing 
this 
service 
elsewhere 
and 
the 
noi-thern 
Indiana growers see no reason 
why 
they should 
not 
be favored 
in 
the 
same way. 


A county f a r m bureau has been es- 
tablished 
at 
South 
Bend, 
and it is 
through this bureau that the growci'S 
are making their lequest of the de- 
partment. 
The senators, as well 
as 
Repicsentative Barnhart, of the Thir- 
teenth disti'ict, have received requests 
from the association. 


At present practically none of the 
onion growers of this locality have on-

Senators, 26 to 22, Stand 
Against Continued Manu- 
facture in State.

Indianapolis, 
Feb. 23.—The 
last 
hope for the manufacture of liquor In 
Indiana after the prohibition law be- 
comes effective April 2, 1918, fadftd 
yesterday when the senate killed the 
IIemphill,bllI which would have given 
brewers and distillers the rleht to 
manufacture 
beer and whisky for 
shipment into wet territory. 
The vote 
was 22 for the bill and 26 against it— 
two members being recorded as not 
voting. 


The bill was introduced on Tues- 
day of this week, was advanced to 
(second 
reading on Wednesday and 
came up for final action yesterdp.y. 


It would have given distilleries and 
breweries what they regarded as the 
last chance to 8a,ve« their properties. 
Those interested in the bill predicted 
last night that to abandon distilleries 
now will mean that the government^ 
preparedness program would have to 
be 
altered. 
The government had 
asked for and received promises from 
Indiana distilleries to give 
whatever 
part of their output might have been 
necessary to the government to man- 
ufacture munitions in tthe event of 
war. 


Voto N o t So Large. 


In killing the bill the senate was con- 
sistent with its action of Feb. 2. when 
it passed the state-wide 
prohibition 
bill which h o t since b«en signed by 
Ooverhoir Gobdrioh. 
T h e vo^te ycster- 


was in favor of the prohibitory meas- 
ure, and it looked for a time as if it 
would receive the necessary 25 votes 
to pass. 


However, t h e consistent and strenu- 
ous fight waged against it by Senators 
Simmons a n d McCray caused it's de- 
feat. 


Senator 
.Simmona 
began 
his fight 
against the measure by moving to have 
it rccoinniitted to the comniittefi on man- 
ufactures, and more than two hours was 
«•onsumed in a discussion of that motion. 
It was defeated—24 to 25—and later 
Senator Simmons endeavored to have 
final consideration made a special order 
for ne.xt Tuesday. 
The senators, how- 
ever, were ready to vote on the bill and 
turned down all motions for delay. Fin- 
al action was taken under a rule for the 
previous question, made 
by 
Senator 
Wolf son. 


Fears Blow to Prohi Law. 
"The liquor interests, since the begin- 
ning of time, 
have 
always 
opposed 
progress," Senator Simmons said. "This 
bill is for no other purpose, but in n 
large measure to repeal the prohibition 
act. It goes into the very vitals of the 
prohibition law. It should bo referred 
back to the committee for a public hear- 
ing 80 that the people of Indiana may be 
heard on it. 


"When the prohibition 
bill was 
under consideration no one in this 
senate dared to defend the criminal 
liquor business, and yet they come 
back here and ask that this cursed 
stuff be manufactured in Indiana, 
the same as it 
always 
has been. 
They say it is not to be sold in In- 
diana, but they want to make the 
helUsh stuff, and sell it to other 
states. 
Senator Hazen of Boonville, the vet- 
eran editor who vigorously opposed the 
passage of the prohibition law, was con- 
sistent with his previous action and vig- 
orously urged the passage of the Hemp- 
hill bill.

"Plant Wheat'' is Slogan 
Urged for Every Farm in 
' U. S. by Manly. 


(By BASIL M. MANLY.) 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 
23.—Re- 
ports f r o m every p a r t of the world in- 
dicate grave danger of a short wheat 
crop for the coming year. 
On top of 
the great wheat failure of 
last 
year 
this would bring the entire world close 
to famine. 


In Russia, next to the United States 
the greatest wheat growing country, 
cold weather prevails with only a light 
snow covering to protect the seed. 
As 
a result the outlook for winter crops 
there is not good, and at the same time 
the stocks on hand are only moderate 
and the consumption for food has been 
unusually heavy. 


In France, the fourth largest wheat 
producer, the winter is safd to be the 
severest since 1903, with 
only 
light 
snow covering for t h e crops, as the 
present low temperatures followed re- 
cent rains. 
The smallest crop in years 
Is therefore expected. 


The 
Balkan 
States will 
certainly 
produce no surplus grain this year, for 
not only are these countries ravaged 
by war and crippled by a scarcity of 
labor, but the season h a s been delay- 
ed by wet, cold weather. 


In Italy the weather has been b a d — 
cold and wet, with little snow, and the 
national stocks are so small t h a t for- 
eign buying Is very heavy. 


In Australia, where the seasons are 
the reverse of our ours, harvesting is

The crop experts are unani- 
m o u s In predicting the American win- 
ter wheat crop will be below normal, 
although a greater a r e a was planted 
this year than ever before. 


This situation Is rendered 
perilous 
because of the failure of last year in 
practically 
all 
crops 
all 
over 
the 
world will bring us and other coun- 
tries up to the harvest with practically 
no wheat in storage, while in normal 
years there la a surplus on hand at 
the beginning of thé harvest of 250,- 
000,000 bushels or more. 
The United 
States alone ordinarily comes to the 
harvest with 75,000,000 bushels in the 
storage elevators or in the farmers' 
barns. 


And the danger is being daily In- 
creased by the submarine 
campaign.

Stress of War Forces Eng- 
land to Import Groods 
Heavily. 


London, Feb. 
—The use of ma- 
chinery, 
particularly 
American ma- 
chinery, in place of hand labor, is 
being widely discussed as one of the 
large problems to be met with after 
the war. 
Under the stress of war 
enormous quantities of American ma- 
chinery have been brought into Eng- 
land, France and other countries at 
war, for manufacturing harness, shoes, 
guns, shells, and the whole range of 
war requirements. 
At Havre the Bel- 
gian government 
factory, 
employing 
12,500 
workmen, 
has 90 per cent 
AnieiJcan machinery. 
Going through 
thesd Worki • -» \sscciated Press rep- 
resentative noted at every hand the 
machinery bearing the marks of firms 
at 
Bridgeport, 
Providence, 
Boston, 
Philadelphia, 
Cincinnati 
and many 
other points. 
The harness factory- for 
turning out cavalry and artillery sup- 
plies, 
was entirely 
equipped 
with 
American maohineiy. 


The manager of the 
works 
said 
English ¡nachineiy was only good on 
the 
huge, 
ponderou.s machines, but 
that Ajnerican machinery was prac- 
tically alone in the field on fine auto- 
matic work replacing the dexterity of 
hand-work. 
He 
estimated that the 
heavy English and French machines, 
chiefly in the foundries and machine 
shops, wei-e ten per cent of the plant, 
all the i-est being American. 
Some of 
the American machines were pointed 
out as having an Ingenuity almost hu- 
man. 
One of them, used in polishing 
the discs of shells, employed a mag- 
netic current to hold the discs 
firmly 
while the emery wheels did the pol- 
i.shing. 
To the Belgian worker this 
was little short of magic, as he had 
always held the discs in his hand, 
while now the touching of a button 
gripped the discs until the work was 
done. 
There is the same 
influx of 
those labor-saving machines all over 
I'higland. France and unoccupied Bel- 
gium, and in fact all over allied Eu- 
rope. 


Besides doing the war work of all 
kind.'', this new use of machinery has 
opened the eyes of producers as to 
what machinery could do for increas- 
ing British production when normal 
conditions are restored. 
It has been 
argued as one of the chief weapons to 
cfimbat the revival of German manu- 
facturers and another "Made in Ger- 
many" campaign. 
One expert has 
shown that most of the factories in 
England were equipped in the days of 
sceam, and have taken no account of 
electricity as a new motive 
power. 
He figures out that this old-time equip- 
n ent cannot possibly compete 
with 
y\mericau 
and German 
production. 
This view is widely held, and besides 
the American 
machinery is already 
here furnishing its own argument in 
the war work. 


At the recent labor congress at Man- 
chester the delegates referred to this 
new u.se of machinery as one of the 
chicf aftcr-thc-war problems, 
as it 
v.oiild limit 
and comi)cto with tlie 
hand labor of men returning from the 
army to civil occupations. 
But while 
i-ecogni/.ing it as a danger, they ap- 
j)carod to acccpt the increased use 
of mai'hiiiery, i)articularly 
American 
machinery, as one of the assured facts 
bioughi out by the war. One of the 
resolutions passed called on the gov- 
ernment to give special attention to 
the needs of workmen resulting from 
this new and enlarged competion from 
machinery.

Noted Inventor Offers Uncle Sam Device 
to Crush Submarines and Clear Mine Fields 


Shell Louis Gathmann In- 
vents Will Destroy a Sub- 
marine Even When Craft 
is Under Water, He De- 
clares.

Washington, Feb. ii?.—A way to break 
through a mine barrier or to dispose of 
the U-boat mcnaoo has been offered our 
na\y department by the well known in- 
ventor, Louis Gathmann, from whom the 
C4athmann gun was named. 


Gathmann is an expert on high ex- 
plosives, and many of his theories in 
regard to the use of such explosives have 
been demonstrated by this war to be 
correct. 


The Gathmann 
proposals have boeti 
referred to the bureau of ordnance, antl 
to the commission of civilian experts. 


The Gathmann plan is as simple as 
playing niarbles. 
He would eniploy the 
"curtain of Kre" used in land operations 
to sea fighting, but in order that there 
may be such a "curtain of Hre" it is 
necessary to equip ships with a type of 
gim which will hurl a large cpiautity of 
explosive a t comparatively 
short dis- 
tance. This gun is one of the Gathmann 
inventions.

LESSON TEXT-John 5:1-15. 
• GOI.DBN TEXT—It was Jesus which 
had made him whole.—John 5:15. 


Following the events of last Sun- 
day's le.ssou, Je.'ius went to Jerusalem 
to attend the feast (v. 1). H e went up 
according to the requirements of the 
Jewish law (Ex. 34:23; see Gal. 4:4), 
but he was not satisfied with the con- 
ventional fulfilling of the duties f o r 
that 
occasion, nor w a s he occupied 
with social and commercial functions, 
but in "going about doing good." TUe 
feast was an occasion of ,ioy and mirth 
on every hand, but in the midst of It 
is this great need so graphically pic- 
tured in this lesson. How true this is 
I to our daily 
experience. 
Teachers 
.«should appeal to the imagination of 
their scholars and describe as ;pividly 
as po.ssible this pool. Let them depict 
a room, on the floor of which is a pool ; 
in one corner of the room a stairway 
leading up to the ceiling; surrounding 
the room, a t the top of the wall a 
broad walk; on the wail, looking down 
t o w a r d the floor and t h e pool is "a 
multitude of them that were blind, halt 
and 
withered." 
These 
were 
the 
wretched ones who sought the pool, 
and evidently Jesus sought the most 
wretched of this company. 


I. Jesus went where there was need 
(v. 6). In the midst of this company 
Jesus ".saw" this man lie. H e hod been 
there often (v. 7), and his case seemed 
to be beyond all hope, but there is 
nothing too hard for God (Gen. 18:14 ; 
Jer. 32:17). 


II. Jesus throws the responsibility 
upon the man (v. 6). Jesus had eyes 
not only to see need, but he also s a w 
God's and his own personal power to 
relieve the need. T h e question is, what 
do we see a s we journey through life? 


i n . Jesus was moved with compas- 
sion (Matt. 14:14). H e always has that 
feeling when he looks upon suffering 
and t h e mi.sfortunPS of men (Heb. 
13:8; 4:l,j-16; Isa. 63:9). 
Jesus does 
not do f o r the man what the man can 
do f o r himself; .so he makes his first 
appeal to the man's desire and, through j 
hiR desire, to the man's will, "Wilt thou ' 
! be made whole?" 
The fact that h e h a s 
j been a long time in his predicament, or 
the fact that a sinner has been a long 
llrae in an evil state is no reason f o r 
supposing that Jesus will not take in- 
terest in liim or that h e cannot save 
and help and heal him (Matt. 9 : 2 1 ; 
Luke 8 : 4 3 ; Acts 3:2). His question 
throws t h e whole matter upon t h e will 
of the man. 
Jesus is willing and able; 
the only question is, a r e we willing? 


iV. Jesus commands the Impossible. 
The man thought the only way h e 
could be made whole was through the 
efficiency of the waters in this pool, 
but Jesus, by speaking a word, hud 
the power that would heal him (Ps. 
107:20) ; so today it is t h e power of 
the word of Christ that can save all 
who believe on him (Horn. 1:16). All 
we have to do to live is to hear and 
believe (John 5:24). 
With the com- 
mand of Christ, "Bise, take u p thy 
bed," was enabling power. 
T h e cure 
was not only complete, but it was in- 
stantaneous (Acts 3:7,8). 


V. He worked a complete cure. H e 
was made whole even according to t h e 
question which Jesus had asked a t the 
outset. T h e man at once began to use 
tliis Christ-given strength by t a t i n g u p 
his bed, and doing exactly as he w a s 
commanded 
(II Tim. 3:12).

Greek King Tells Associated 
Press Man of His Woes 
and His Hopes. 


Athens, Jan. 14—(By a Staff Corre- 
spondent of The Associated Press).—- 
King Constantine received The Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent in 
audi- 
ence this morning just before he left 
for America. 
This is the Greek New 
Year's day and before the interview 
the correspondent assisted with King 
Constantine, Queen Sophie, the Prin- 
cess Helen, and the young Prince Paul, 
at the time honored New Year's cere- 
money at which a oand of 
Greeks 
chant choruses in praise of king and 
country in the great hall of the pal- 
ace. 


"I am sorry you are leaving us," 
King Constantine began abruptly. 
"I 
don't believe that there is a man or 
v,oman in Greece who docs not feel 
very profoundly what a great thing 
it has been for us during this most 
critical period in our national history 
to have a correspondent of The Asso- 
ciated Press here to tell the 
world 
with absolute impartiality the 
truth 
of what is taking place. 
Thej' tell 
me, however, that a good many of 
your 
telegi-ains 
tf) 
The 
Associated 
Press never got through the censors?" 
The king laughed 
a 
little 
ruefully. 
"V'ou have nothing on nie," he added. 
"Neither do n)ine." 


As Well Be in liiuiffcon. 
I 
"I am afraid there is no way," he 
went on. 
"We might as well be in a 
dungeon here for all the touch 
we 
have with the rest of the world. 
The 
most ridiculous, the most outrageous 
nonsense iibout what is happening in 
Greece is published daily in the Eu- 
ropean press presumably written by 
journalists who are not even on the 
j sjiot to SCO the facts for themselve.s. 
I And when iny government sends of- 
j licial denials of them the Kuropeaii 
newspapers will not even publish the 
denials. 
Take this letter for exam- 
ple. 
As you see it is from e.x-Mayor 
llcnnakis, who was airested on De- 
cember 2, during the attempted Veni- 
zeli.^t 
revolution. 
A 
French 
news- 
paper publishes a story that Bennakis 
was so badly mistreated that his right 
arm had to be amputated and he Avas 
on the point of death. 
Far from hav- 
ing his arm amputated, he writes me 
a letter with, as you see, expressing 
his gratitude for the kindness 
with 
which he has been treated and assur- 
ing me that he is my juo.st loyal and 
devoted subject. 
Your minister, Mr. 
Droppers, personally inve.'-.tigated the 
treatment of those who were impris- 
oned on the charge of sedition as a 
result of the abortive revolution on De- 
cember 1 and 2 and told me himself 
that he found them very comfortable. 
My 
government, 
therefore, 
tele- 
graphed the French press a denial of 
the Bennakis stoi-y as well as of any 
number of similar fabrications, 
but 
I have nevei- heard of any of the de- 
nials being published. 


Asks Only Fair Play. 


"After all, all we ask is fair play. 
But it .seems almost hopeless to try 
to get the truth out of Greece to the 
i-est of the world under present cir- 
cumstances. 
We 
have been sorely 
tried these 
past 
two 
years 
and we 
don't pretend 
to have always 
been 
angels under the constant 
irritation 
of the ever-increasing allied 
control 
of every little thing In our own private 
life—letters, telegrams, police, every- 
thing. 
Why, do you know that my 
sister-in-law, Pj-ince.ss Allice of Bat- 
tenburg, was only permitted 
to re- 
ceive a telegram of Christmas greet- 
ings from her mother in England by 
courtesy of the British legation here? 


"Moreover, by taking an active hand 
in our internal politics, England and 
France especially have succeeded 
in 
alienating an admiration, a sympathy 
and a devotion towards them on the 
part of the Greek i)eople that, at the 
beginning of the war, was virtually 
an unanimous tradition. 
1 am a sol- 
dier myself and 1 know nothing about 
politics, but it seems to me that when 
you start with almost the whole of a 
country passionately in your favor and 
end with it almost unanimously against 
you, yon haven't succeeded very well. 
And i quite understand how those re- 
sponsible for such a result seek to ex- 
cuse themselves by exaggerating the 
difficulties they have had to contend 
with 
in 
Greece—by 
talking 
about 
Greek treachery and the immense sin- 
ister organization of German 
propa- 
ganda that has foiled them at every 
turn and so on. 
The only trouble with 
that is that they make us pay for the 
errors of their policy. 
The people of 
Greece are paying for them now in 
suffering and death from exposure and 
hunger, while France 
and 
England 
starve us out because they have made 
the mistake of assuming that 
their 
man Veni/.elos could <leliver the Greek 
army and the Greek people to the 
<-ntent i)oweis whenever they wanted 
to use Greece for their advantage, re- 
gardless of the interests of Greece as 
an indpendent 
nation. 


Message for America. 


"There are just two things about 
our desperate struggle to 
save 
our- 
selves from destruction that I am go- 
ing to ask The Associated Press to try 
to malce clear to the people of Amer- 
ica. 
The rest will have to come out 
some day—all the blockade and cen- 
sorships in the world cannot keep the 
truth down forever. 
Understand, 
I 
arn not presuming to sit in judgment 
on the entente powers. 
I appreciate 
that they have got other things to 
think about besides Greece. 
What I 
say is meant to help them do justice 
to themselves and to us, a small na- 
tion. 


"The linst point Is this: 
We have 
two problems on our hands here In 
Greece—an internal one and an ex- 
ternal one. 
The entente powers have 
made the fundamental mistake of con- 
sidering them both as one. 
They said 
to 
themselves: 
'Venlzelos 
Is 
the 
strongest man In Greece and he Is 
heart and soul with us. 
He can de- 
liver the Greeks whenemer he wants 
to. 
Let us back Venlzelos, therefore, 
and when we need the Greek army he 
will turn it over to us.' 


"Well, they were wrong as 1 think 
you have seen for yourself since »on 
have been here. 
Velnzelos was per- 
haps the strongest man in Greece as 
they thought. 
But the moment 
he 
tried to turn over the Greek 
army 
to the entente as If wo were a lot of. 
mercenari«^ he . becam« the

For in Greece no man delivers the 
Greeks. 
They decide their own des- 
tinies as a free people and not Eng- 
land, France arid Russia put together 
can change thenj^ neither by force of 
arms nor by starvation. 
And 
they 
have 
tried 
both. 
As for 
Venizelos 
himself—you had a man once in your 
country,, a very great man who had 
even been vice president of the United 
States, who planned to split the coun- 
tiy in two and set himself up as a 
ruler in the part he separated from 
the vest." 


"Your majesty means Aaron Burr?" 


Liilic Aaron Burr. 


"Precisely. 
But he only plotted to 
do a thing which he never 
accom- 
plished. ' Venizelos. with the 
assist- 
ance of the allied 
powers—and 
he 
never could have done it without them 
—has succeeded for the being in the 
same kind of a seditious enterprise. 
You called Aaron Burr a traitor. Well, 
that's what the Greek people call Ven- 
izelos. 


"The impression has been 
spread 
broadcast that Venlzelos 
stands 
in 
Greece for liberalism and his oppon- 
ents for absolutism 
and 
militarism. 
It is just the other way round. 
Ven- 
izelos stands for whatever suits his 
own personal book. 
His idea of gov- 
ernment Is absolute dictatorship— a 
sort of Mexican government, I take it. 
When he was premier he broke every 
man who dared to disagree with him 
in his own party. 
He never sought 
to express the will of the people; he 
imposed his will on the people. 
The 
Greek people will not stand for that. 
They demand a constitutional govern- 
ment in which there Is room for two 
parties, 
liberals 
and 
conservatives, 
each with a definite program, as in the 
United States or England or any other 
civilized country, not personal govern- 
ment where the only party division is 
into Venizelists and anti-Venizelists. 


The Other Thing. 


"That is one thing I wanted to say. 
The other is about the effect of the 
so-called 
German 
propaganda 
in 
Greece. 
The entente powers seem to 
have adopted the attitude that every- 
body who is not willing to fight on 
their side must 
be 
a 
pro-German. 
Nothing could be falser in respect to 
Gree'ce. 
The 
present 
resentment 
against 
the 
allies 
in 
Greece—and 
there is a good deal of It, especially 
since the blockade is due to the allies 
themselves and not to any 
German 
propaganda. 
The proof of it is that 
when the so-called 
German 
propa- 
ganda was at its height there was little 
or no hostility in Greece towards the 
allies. 
It has only been since the diplo- 
matic representa-tives of all the central 
empires and everybody else whom the 
Anglo-French secret police indicated 
as inimical to the entente, have been 
expelled from Greece and any Ger- 
man 
propaganda 
rendered 
virtually 
impossible, that there has grown up 
any unpopular feeling against the en- 
tente. 


"Part of this is due to the entente's 
identification of their greater 
cause 
with the personal ambitions of Veni- 
zelos; but a great deal has also been 
due to the very unfortunate handling 
of the allied control in Greece. 
When 
you write a personal letter of no pos- 
sible international significance 
to 
a 
friend or relative here In Athens and 
post it in Athens and it is held a week, 
opened and half its contents blacked 
out, • it makes you pretty 
cross—not 
because it is unspeakable tyranny in a 
free country at peace 
with 
all 
the 
world, but because it Is so slily. 
For 
after all if you want to plot with a" 
man living in the same town you don't 
write him a letter. 
You put on your 
hat and go to see him. 
Half the peo- 
ple in Greece have been continually 
exasperated by just this story of unin- 
telligent control which has Irritated 
the Greek people beyond any telling, 
but to say that they are pro-German 
because they dislike having their pri- 
vate letters opened or their homes en- 
terned without any legal authority: 
whatsoever is childish. 
Its a vicious

Hellenic 
propaganda 
in 
England, 
France and Russia. 
The whole feeling 
of the Greek people towards the en- 
tente powers today is one of sorrow 
and disillusionment. 
They had heard 
so much of this 'war for the defense 
of little nations' that it has been a 
very great shock to them to be treated 
as they feel very badly, even cruelly, 
for no reason and to nobody's profit. 
And more than anything else, after 
all the Greek government and Greek 
people have done to help the entente 
powers since the very outbreak 
of 
the war, they deeply 
resent 
being 
called pro-German because they have 
not been willing to see their own coun- 
try destroyed as Serbia and Rumania 
have been destroyed. 


"As I have tried repeatedly to point

to 
the 
entente 
representatives 
there can only be one certain guaran- 
tee of the safety of the allied forces 
in the Balkans as far as the Greeks 
are concerned—that is mutual confi- 
dence.

Greek is an enemy and not to be trust- 
ed is merely a standing challenge to 
every hothead to attempt something 
irreparable—irreparable for Greece as 
well as for the entente. 


"I have done everything I could to 
dissipate the mistrust of the Powers, 
I have given every possible assurance 
and guarantee. 
Many of the military 
measures that I have demanded I my- 
self suggested with a view to tran- 
quillizing the allies and myself volun- 
tarily offered to execute. 
My army, 
which any soldier knows, could never 
conceivably have constituted a danger 
to the allied forces In Macedonia, has 
been virtually put in jail in the Pelopo- 
nessus.

people 
have been dis- 
armed and are today powerless even 
against revolution and they know from 
bitter experience that revolution is a 
possibility so long as the entente pow- 
ers continue to finance the only de- 
clared revolutionary party of Venize-

The Associated Press).—Intense 


activity, greater than known hereto- 
fore to any Hawaiians now living, is 
manifest in Iviiauea volcano, accord- 
ing to reports received here. Kilauea 
is the largest active crater in the world, 
eight miles in circumference, and is 
situated in the southeasterly part of 
the 
island 
of 
Hawaii, the largest 


island of the group. 


The volcano, enclosed by a circular 


wall from 200 to 700 feet in height. 
is a black plain of some four square 
miles In area, within which is the pit 
of Halemaumau. about 2.000 feet In 
diameter, recently empty to a depth 
of a thousand feet, but now nearly 
level to its mouth with boiling lava. A 
few months ago the life of the volcano 
could hardly be discerned, but today 
the pit is a roaring, boiling, swirling 
lake of fire of many acres in extent 
and at night the glow from the red 
hot lava can be sen uil over the island 
and far out at sea. 
The fiery lake, is 


filled with spouting fountains that 
shoot the liquid rock hundreds of feet 
into the air. 
The rim of the pit is 


constantly crumbling, eaten away at 
Its base by the surrri:;^ tide of fire, 
and tumbUnjr with deafening crahscs 
into the molten mass. 


Reports from Hilo record the peril- 


ous feat of Professor T. A. Jasgar, jr., 
director of the Volcano observatory, 
in ventv..-inp out on the hot. barely 
solidified edge of the lava for more 
than 100 yards to plunrjc his instru- 
ments into tho lalcp of lire for tho 
purpose of ascertaining its tompeva- 
fjre. 
He was siin-cssful and he and 


his assistants escaped :" safety only 
a short time I.vfor** the spot on which 
they had stood was rnjrulfcd and be- 
came itself a ttart of the boiling flood.

ty the voloano's activity. One of the 
party fell when :iear the bottom, but 
fortunately regained his feet in time 
to prevjnt rolling Into :i fissurn whr-re 
he would have ben consumed in an 
instant. 


Professor .Tasg.ir. -.vhn Is connected 


with the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. h:is spent five years at 
Kllauuti. observing the phenomena of 
the volcano for !;ciontlflct purposes. 
He takes daily, almost hourly observa- 
tion:!, makes chemical analyses of thn 
lava, the gases arising from the pit 
n:id is endeavoring to deduce from hi;i 
studios the general rules from which 
to predict volcanic activity and its in- 
fluences. 


The city of Honolulu, the capltol of 


th« group, on the island of Oahu. Is 
about ISO miles distant from Kilauea 
volcano, but there is " population of 
nearly 50.000 persons on the island of 
Hawaii, where the volcano Is situated. 
Kilauea is only one of live volcanic 
mountains on the islanC, and though 
not as high as Manna I-oa (Great 
Mountain) on the south, which rises 
to a height of. 13,675 feet, making it 
the highest volcano In the world, it 
is far more active than the higher 
mountain. 
According to an account 


of the natives, a violent eruption of 
Kilauea occurred in 1789, and lesser 
eruptions as recently as 1907, but con- 
fined to the pit of Halemaumau.

Change is Noted in Many 


Bureaus of Philippine 


Government. 


Manila, Jan. 20—(Correspondence 


of. 
The 
Associated 
Press).—While 


every bureau of the Philippine govern- 
ment has suffered 
in the 
past six 


months since tho passage of the law 
which enables the American civil 
sirvlce employe of more than six years' 
standing to retire on a small pension 
extending over three years, the bu- 
reau of agriculture reports the heav- 
iest loss from resignations and retire- 
ments. 
Fully fifty per cent of the 


Americans in this important bureau 
have left the government service. 


Adriano Hernandez, a Filipino, tho 


director of the bureau, in published 
statements, denied that these resigna- 
tions have affected the efficincy of the 
bureau. He states that for some time 
past Filipinos have been acting as as- 
sistants to the Americans who have 
retired, thus gaining training to take 
up the work the Americans leave. Of 
the 21 divisions of the bureau, seven 
are now entirely in the hands of Fili- 
pinos while the remainder have Amer- 
ican chiefs with Filipion subordinates 
training to take their places. 


In one department.— that of the vet- 


erinarians—the retirement of Ameri- 
cans has caused serious Inconvenience. 
Rinderpest has for years been it dread 
cattle scorge in the Islands. Last year 
saw it reach a. high mark of fatality 
.lust when American'veterinarians, al- 
ready reduced in number and crippled 


in their operations by me small appro- 
priation for their work, were begin- 
ning to tiro of the service and take ad- 
vantage of the retirement law. 


Unlike the other departments, there 


are few Filipinos competent to take 
up the work of the retiring veterina- 
rians. 
There is but one institution—- 


the University ot the 
Philippines— 


which teaches veterniary medicine; 
primitive farming: methods in vogue 
throughout the country make private 
employment of veterinarians rare and 
poorly paid; and Filipino youths aspire 
rather to the learned professions than 


to those which demand something 
akin to manual labor. 


So when the pinch of retiring veteri- 


narians was felt, the bureau, after ex- 
hausting the local supply of competent 
men, 
had to appeal to the 
United 


States for other vtererlnarians 
At 


best these are a poor substitute for 
tho trained men who are quitting since 
it takes them fully a year to learn 
the conditions with which they have to 
cope in the field here. 


Among the better known Americans 


who have recently left the bureau are 
D. R. Flack, an employe of 15 years' 


service, who goes to Petrograd to Join 
the staff of the 
American 
embassy 


there: John T. Zimner, entomologist,' 
who Joins the British agricultural

Big Things Accomplished. 


Under suspension "of the rules by a vote of 68 to 24 the Indiana 


house has passed the Maston-McKinley senate part suffrage measure 
which extends to •women the privilege of the ballot for many offices 
iu Indiana, and the measure now goes to Governor Goodrich for sig- 
nature. He has on numerous occasions intimated that he "would 
promptly sign such a measure if it were passed. It was practically cer- 
tain that suffrage would go through the house safely, though the ac- 
tion late Thursday afternoon came as something of a surprise just at 
that time. The bill was swept through after ineffectual attempts had 
been made to delay it by the attaching of amendments which would 
have made the measure the subject of conference. Incidentally, it 
may be noted, the bill as passed gives Indiana women a voice in choos- 
ing delegates to the constitutional convention. 


To the 1917 session of the Indiana general assembly must unques- 


tionally be accorded the record for doing big things. Certainly no 
legislature of recent years can approach it in the matter of accom- 
plishment in tremendously important matters. Constitutional con- 
vention, state-wide prohibition and woman suffrage all enacted into 
law within a period of less than sixty days constitutes'a showing such 
as has been made by few states in the union, and the decisive majority 
which was recorded for these measures in every case leaves little open 
to debate. It will be noted, also, that the work is the fruit o£ neither 
a republican legislature nor a democratic legislature, for Indiana just 
now has neither of these things. The house is rather heavily repub- 
lican while the senate is a political tie, but in the case of each of tlic 
three big questions there was scarcely the semblance of party Hues in 
the divisions. To that fact more than any other, doubtless, is due the 
achievement of big things. Either party in unquestioned legislative 
control would doubtless have backed and filled and hedged and 
dodged with the result that all three of the measures would have fail- 
ed of enactment. 


It is not to be expected, of course, that Indiana people were a 


unit for any or all the hip enactments. Perhaps even many of those 
who have championed them sturdily will be later constrained to ad- 
mit some measure of disappointment at the manner in which they 
work out. Beyond question, however, they represent the present will 
of a majority of tho people, and we govern, theoretically, at least, by 
the will of the majority. However you may have personally felt to- 
ward the constitutional convention, the dry state or votes for women, 
laws which provide all of them arc now an accomplished fact in In- 
diana, and as a good citizen of the state you will lend your support to 
their endorsement and your influence tn a fair trial of the enactments 
from which much good may reasonably be -expected.

diana women was passed by tho houso 
of representatives yesterday afternoon. 
67 to 2-1, tinder suspension of the rules. 
The bill now awaits the signature of 
Governor Goodrich to become a law. 


Tho women or Indiana will vote for 


tho first time in tho hundred years' his- 
tory of tho state at tho election to se- 
lect delegates to a constitutional con- 
vention In September, and will voto 
also in the city elections in November. 
They arc empowered to voto In state 
and national elections for all except 
offices expressly named In the Htato or 
federal constitutions. 


Plans to push tho suffrage 
hill 


through were matured early in the 
course of tho day. but tho work wjis 
done so rapidly that suffrage leaders 
did not have time to call tho largo num- 
ber of women advocates \vho, it is cer- 
tain, would have packed tho chnmbc'r 
to overflowing if they had been ap- 
prised in time of the contemplated ac- 
tion on the measure for which they 
have been laboring for years. 
As it 


was, there wero probably not more 
than 100 women deeply interested in 
tho Maston-McKinley senate bill on 
the floor of the chamber when the 
measure was handed down for second 
reading and, as it developed, for nass- 
age. 


BUI Passed Quickly.

ond reading were blocked by friends of 
suffrage. 
With the exception of the 


emergency clause, which was stricken

There has been much 
misunder- 


standing about the term "balanced ra- 
tions." One would get the impression 
from many of the statements made 
that nature 
checks accounts after 


each meal, and that one must have 
just the right proportion of each food 
at each meal. 


As a matter of fact, we live today on 


what we ate yesterday, and we do well 
If we keep the balance within the day. 


It is possible that one may get as 


much protein in the dinner as in the 
other two meals combined, or that the 
lunch may give a Targe proportion 
of starchy food. But there is a kind 
of balance to be secured by observ- 
ing the following rules: 


1.—Try to have representatives of 


all the food principles at each meal— 
not too much of protein or fat or car- 
bohydrate. To that end, do not have 
meat and macaroni and cheese to- 
gether, nor rice and potatoes, nor fried 
potatoes and doughnuts. 


2.—A clear soup and ice, Instead of 


a cream soup 
and 
heavy 
dessert, 


should be used with a substantial main 
course; or if one wishes a rich soup 
and a heavy dessert, such as plum 
pudding, the main course should be 
lighter. 


3.—Do not repeat the same food 


even in different forms in the same 
meal, as tomato soup and 
tomato 


salad. Use fruit for the salad. 


4.—Make some contrast 
between 


courses. 
Monotony and 
a 
general 


grayness or deadly dullness are not 
any more desired In food than In peo- 
ple. 
Hamburg steak, canned corn, 


and mashed potatoes leave ono wish- 
ing for something to give snap and 
character to tho meal. Tomato sauce 
and baked apple would 
add 
color, 


flavor and character. 


6.—Make combinations pleasing In 


appearance and color. Havo the salad 
an 
attractive 
color and fresh; the 


pastry, crisp; the bread, a good brown. 


6.—The question of variety cannot 


be disposed of in a sentence. 
One 


must have a definition 
of what Is 


meant by variety. 
To some people 


it means cucumbers and strawberries 
in mid-winter; to others it means flvo 
kinds of vegetables and two kinds of 
pie and cake at one meal. 


7.—The cost of out-of-season foods 


prohibits for most people the

method of obtaining variety.

They are working in munitions fac- 


tories, arsenals and dockyards, In the 
big financial houses through which the 
orders are given, in tho offices of ship- 
ping companies and in the customs 
service.

result is that spies are set to watch 
spies. Men high up in the business, 
men acquainted with important se- 
crets, are followed to the theater, res- 
taurants and cafes. 


There is a special branch of the serv- 


ice made up of smartly dressed and 
attractive women who frequent tho 
great white way and fashionable ho- 
tels and rathskellers, whose duty it 
is to become acquainted with the big 
fellows and to see whether, under a 
woman's spell and that of champagne 
and music, they may be trusted to keep 
their secrets. 


Uncle Sam is credited with possess- 


ing the best secret service in the world. 
It is small but highly efficient. 
Its 


members are mostly college men, who, 
when they join the service, "enlist" 
for seven years.

They pledge themselves nither to 


marry not to have any communication 
with their old friends or relatives dur- 
ing the period of their service.

Minnesota legislature has introduced a 
bill to make it a crime to buy or sell 
Imaginary wheat, or any grain tho 
buyer and seller trade in on paper 
only. It prohibits tho man who hasn't 
wheat from selling any, and the man 
who buys it must take the grain and 
not the paper profits. 


In This way the league hopes to 


end grain gambling on tho floor of the 
Minneapolis chamber of commerce, 
the largest flour wheat market In the 
United States. 


"These grain gamblers get rich," 


Townley explained, "by taking toll 
from 
both producer and consumer. 


Every loaf o£ bread now costs mare 


than it would if the iramblers' profits 
hadn't been added to the wheat at the 
time the flour miller bought It. 


"The league's slogan, 'Make it a 


crime to gamble In foodstuffs'.' will be 
carried into every state In which tho 
league is organized among the fann- 
ers. That means in every agricultural 
state. 


"By next December the Icaegue will 


have a thousand or more organizers 
in the field. We will be south aa tol- 
as Texas, west to Colorado, and in the 
southeastern states. 


"In the 1918 campaigns we will re- 


fuse Indorsement to those legislative 
candidates who favor 
gambling In 


foodstuffs, and the league members 
will go out of their way in the elections 


! to defeat the food gamblers' candi- 


• dates."' 


It was announced at national head- 


quarters that the league would be 
strong enough by tho next presidential 
election to forco tho food gambling 
issue into the platform of at least ono 
big party, and thai it would pledge 
congressional candidates to enactment 
of an anti-food gambling law. 


The league feels that while it may 


do much local good by state legislation 
against food speculation, it cannot get 
at the foundation head of wheat and 
meat gamblers, the Chicago board of 
trade, without federal legislation.

TAX RECEIPTS HIGHER. 


The Hague. Feb. 23.—A 
sum 
of 


t~3,467,500 flowed Into the Nether- 
lands treasury from taxes In 1916. as 
compared with only 
$67,845,444 
in 


the year 1915, an increase of ?11,62Z,- 
056 and a surplus over the estimate 
of nearly $6,400,000. 
Further, 
the 


special taxes devoted to the service 
of the war loans, and the extraordi- 
nary war levies, yielded $13,240.000 
while receipts from posts and tele- 
graphs Increased by nearly $-1,200. 


These amounts, ana a great deal 


more have been quickly swallowed 
up in the country's present vast ex- 
penditure. They are. nevertheless, re- 
garded as a very satisfactory sign in 
view of general conditions in Europe. 


OPPOSES FARMING PARKS. 


London, Feb. 23.—The board of ag- 


riculture has placed its stamp of dis- 
approval on the project to dig up the 
public parks in the large cities of Eng- 
land for the purpose of growing vege- 
tables and thus help out the food 
shortage. The board taKes the posi- 
tion that the cost of restoring public 
land of this kind after the war would 
be so great that its temporary culti- 
vation Is undesirable.

Dear Jim: 


You have been poxtnding me so hard 


with the question "How did it feel the 
h'rst time under fire?" I suppose that 
I'll have to give answer to it, but, so 
help me Bob. if you show this letter 
to anyone, yon and I will sever diplo- 
matic relations. 


I came out with a draft of rein- 


forcements from England, you know. 
There were 250 of us. The battalion 
we were, to reinforce had been cut up 
pretty badly, only about 400 being left 
of their original 1.000. 


To us. the older men who had been 


"up in the line." were Heroes. We wor- 
shipped them and drank in their tales 
of bloodshed and bravery. 


By slow marches we gradually ad- 


vanced nearer to the line. One windy 
morning three of us were sitting out- 
side of the billet when a faint rum- 
bling came to our ears. Turning to 
one of the old company men, I re- 
marked: 


"Starting to thunder, guess we'll 


have a storm." 


letting the butt of his cigaret hang 


from his lower lip. he gave me a con- 
temptuous look and replied: 


"Thunder—hell! Them's the guns 


up the line." 


One after noon we were marching 


alone a road dotted with shell holes, 
when suddenly there came a sharp 
whistling. 
Our captain shouted. "Get 


down." but the warning wasn't needed. 
The whole company had flopped, with 
the exception of a few recruits, my- 
self included, who were too mystified 
to move. 


Then about 50 yards to our 
left, 


came a deafening report and black 
clouds of dirt, rose up from a field. 


I was paralyzed; couldn't make a 


move. A sergeant grabbed by leg and 
shouted: 


"Get down on your belly, you blank- 


ety-blank dud." 


I melted into the ground, shaking 


like a leaf. 
Three shells followed the 


first in rapid succession, every shell 
burst made me sick at my stomach. I 
wanted to run and couldn't, cold sweat 
came out all over me and my skin 
had a prickly sensation. 


Immediately 
following 
the. 
shell 


bursts, three Hharp bloats of a whistle 
rang out and the company men sprang 
to their feet as if electrified. 


The battalion split 
Into sections. 


How I managed to stick to my squad. 
T don't know. It was a horrible night- 
mare to me, my knees were like putty 
and my feet felt icy cold. 


Soon the shelling ceased. 
I felt 


faint and sick and miserable. 
Im- 


agined that every one In the company 
WHS looking at me with contempt. 


Out of the corner 
of my eye 1 


watched the captain, expecting every 
minute for Jiim to tell me I was a dis- 
grace to the company. 


But nothing happened until we ar- 


rived at a shell smashed billet where 
we were to stay for the night. 


I looked at the ruins around me 


and my sickness returned. 
I would 


have given ten years of my life to 
have been safe in Xcw York. 
War 


had lost all its attraction for yours 
truly. 


Two days tfter this we "took over" 


the front line trench for eight days. 
IQigVit days of misery for me. 
T was 


on the point of a nervous breakdown, 
with that gnawing fear always at my 
heart, that fear ot being a coward in 
the eyes of my fellow men. 


It was just sheer force of will that 


kept me from running, when 1 beard 
the shells come screaming 
through 


the air. 


But now. Jim, I am 
used 
to it, 


though at times, when in a tight cor- 
ner, my hair begins to stand straight 
up.

Makes Public Its Universal 


Service and Military 


Training Plan. 


Washington. Feb. 23.—The war de- 


partment made public today a synopsis 
of the army general staff universal serv- 
ice and training plan which was also 
sent to congress with estimates of cost 
and a detailed outline for a bill to car- 
ry it into effect. The main essentials of 
the plan are: 


One year of military training for all 


boys iii tiieir nineteenth year except 
those exempted for specified reason. 


Exemption to be extended to those 


physically or mentally unfit and those 
who nre the sole support of otherwise 
destitute dependents. 


Training tn consist of eleven months 


during the first year and two weeks dur- 
ing the sei-imd and third years of a re- 
servists' liability. 


War service to be required of all who 


have been trained in the first and sec- 
ond reserve, the first reserve duty to 
extend over a period of four ycnrs and 
one month after training and second re- 
serve duty for seven years. At the con- 
clusion of service in the organized re- 
serve the men would remain liable for 
duty until they reach the age of forty- 
five.

An appeal has been made by the 


onion growers of northern Indiana to 
the 
department of agriculture 
at 


Washington, D. C., asking that a man 
be sent in August to stay here until 
the onion crop is marketed. 


Indiana ranks third in the produc- 


tion of onions. 
This production for 


commercial purposes is confined al- 
most 
exclusively to the 
northern 


counties. 


The growers, it seems, have solved 


the problem of production rather sat- 
isfactorily, but they have not been 
successful in marketing to advantage. 
For instance, last fall, after their crop 
was ready for the market, the buyers, 
most of them representing the Brit- 
ish government, appeared and were 
able to convince most of the growers 
that there was sin over-production of 
onions and that the price would not 
increase. 


As a result of representation of this 


kind the crop was generally sold at a 
moderate price. 
Now onions are 


worth several times what the growers 
received for them. 
So the growers 


have conceived the idea of having the 
office of markets send them a man 
who would step in in August and help 
them get hold of the crop and market 
information 
that 
the 
buyers 
get 


through their own news agency. The 
office of markets is performing this 
service elsewhere and tho northern 
Indiana growers see no reason why 
they should not be favored in the 
same way. 


A county farm bureau has been es- 


tablished at South Bend, and it is 
through this bureau that the growers 
are making their request of the de- 
partment. 
The senators, as well as 


Representative Barnhart, of the Thir- 
teenth district, have received requests 
from the association. 


At present practically none of tho 


onion growers of this locality have on- 
ions on hand, and tho price of the 
vegetable is exceedingly high.

Senators, 26 to 22, Stand 


Against Continued Manu- 


facture in State. 


Indianapolis,

hope for the manufacture of liquor in 
Indiana after the prohibition law be- 
comes effective April 2, 1918. faded 
yesterday when tho senate hilled the 
Hemphill bill which would have given 
brewers and distillers the right to 
manufacture beer and whisky for 
shipment into wet territory. The vote 
was 22 for the bill and 26 against ic— 
two members being recorded as not 
voting. 


The bill was introduced on Tues- 


day of this weelc, was advanced to 
second reading on Wednesday and 
came up for final action yesterday. 


It would have given distilleries and 


breweries what they regarded as the 
last chance to save their properties. 
Those interested in the bill predicted 
last night that to abandon distlllo.-ies 
now will moan that tho government's 
preparedness program would have to 
be altered. 
The government had 


asked for and received promises from 
Indiana distilleries to give whatever 
part of their output might have been 
necessary to the government to man- 
ufacture munitions in ttha event of 
war. 
• 


Voto Not So Large. 


In killing tho bill the r.enate was con- 


sistent with its action of Feb. 2, when 
it passed tho state-wide 
prohibition 


bill which has since been signed by 
Governor Goodrich. The vote yester- 
day against tha Hempliill bill, how- 
ever, was not BO overwhelming as it 


was in favor of the prohibitory meas- 
ure, and it looked for a time as if it 
would receive the necessary 25 votes 
to pass. 


However, the consistent and strenu- 


ous flght waged against it by Senators 
Simmons and McCray caused its de- 
feat. 


Senator Simmons began 
his fight 


against Uie measure by moving to have 
it recommitted to the committee on man- 
ufactures, and more than two hours wng 
consumed in a discussion of that motion.

Senator Simmons endeavored to have

Fears Blow to Prohi Law. 


"The 
liquor interests, since the begin- 


ning of time, 
have always 
opposed 


progress," Senator Simmons said. "This 
bill is for no other purpose, but in a 
large measure to repeal the, prohibition 
art. It goes into the very vitals of the 
prohibition law. It should be referred 
back to the committee for ft public hear- 
ing RO that the people of Indiana may be 
heard on it. 


"When the prohibition bill was 


under consideration no one in this 
senate dared to defend the criminal 
liquor business, and yet they come 
back here and ask that this cursed 
stuff be manufactured in Indiana, 
the same as it always has been. 
They say it is not to bo sold in In- 
diana, but they want to make the 
hellish stuff, and sell it to other 
states. 
Senator Hazen of Boonvillc, the vet- 


eran editor who vigorously opposed tho 
passage of the prohibition law, was con- 
sistent with his previous action and vig- 
orously urged the passage of the ITcmp- 
hill bill.

tive, Thursday. 


Judge Kerr continued the case, in

U. S. by Manly. 


(By BASIL M. MANLY.) 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 23 
Re- 


ports from every part of the world in- 
dicate grave danger ot a short wheat 
crop for the coming year. On top of 
the great wheat failure of last year 
this would bring the entire world close 
to famine. 


In Russia, next to the United States 


the greatest wheat growing country, 
cold weather prevails with only a light 
enow covering to protect the seed. As 
a result the outlook for winter crops 
there is not good, and at the same time 
the stocks on hand are only moderate 
and the consumption for food has been 
unusually heavy. 


In France, the fourth largest wheat 


producer, the winter Is said to be the 
severest since 1003, with only light 
snow covering for the crops, as the 
present low temperatures followed re- 
cent rains. The smallest crop In years 
Is therefore expected. 


The Balkan States will certainly 


produce no surplus grain this year,' for 
not only are these countries ravaged 
by war and crippled by a scarcity of 
labor, but the season has been delay- 
ed by wet, cold weather. 


In Italy the weather has been bad— 


cold and wot, with little snow, and the 
national stocks are so small that for- 
eign buying is very heavy.

said to be slow, and It Is wet over a 
very large area. As a result the crop 
estimates are being reduced millions 
of bushels. 


In tho United States extreme cold 


has endangered the winter wheat, 
which throughout the great wheat belt 
has had only a very light or no snow 
covering. The crop experts are unani- 
mous In predicting the .American win- 
ter wheat crop will be below normal, 
although a greater area was planted 
this year than ever before. 


This situation Is rendered perilous 


because of the failure of last year In 
practically all crops all 
over the 


world will bring us and other coun- 
tries up to the harvest with practically 
no wheat In storage, while In normal 
years there Is a surplus on hand at 
tho beginning of the harvest of 260,- 
000,000 bushels or more. The United 
States alone ordinarily comes to the 
harvest with 70,000,000 bushels in the 
storage elevators or In the farmers' 
barns. 


And tho danger is being dally In- 


creased by tho submarine campaign. 
Every grain ship that Is sunk, carries 
down with It thousands of tons of 
wheat which Is lost forever. No one 
can estimate even how much wheat Is 
being lost In this way, but there 1« no 


question that it Is great enough to re- 
duce appreciably the meager supply 
now on hand. 


Fortunately there Is a way out If the 


agricultural population can be arous- 
ed to the gravity of the situation. The 
spring wheat IB etJU to be planted, and 
If all the available area Is planted, 
there will be enough to Bare the day. 


Every former that care* anything 


about his country and incidentally 
about the chance of big profits which 
this almost certain failure of the win- 
ter wheat crops opens to him—will 
plant In which every acre of ground 
that is tillable. 
He will plant close 


to the fences and In the corners. In or- 
der that not a foot of ground that con 
raise wheat will He Idle. 


Plant wheat Is tho slogan that ought 


to go out to every farm In the United 
States. Within six months, unless all 
signs fall, the whole world will be call- 
Ing for wheat with the anguish of im- 
pending famine In their voices.

Stress of War Forces Eng- 


land to Import Goods 


Heavily. 


London, Feb. 2.T.—The use of ma- 


chinery, particularly American ma- 
chinery, in place of hand labor, is 
being widely discussed as one of the 
large problems to be met with aftci 
the war. 
Under the stress of wai 


enormous quantities of American ma- 
chinery have been brought into Eng- 
land, France and other countries at 
war. for manufacturing harness, shoes, 
guns, shells, and the whole range of 
war requirements. At Havre the Bel- 
gian government factory, employing 
12,500 workmen, has 90 per cent 
Anierjcan machinery. Going through 
thesci Vork:» .••! Associated Press rep- 
resentative noted at every hand the 
machinery bearing the marks of firms 
at 
Bridgeport, Providence, Boston, 


Philadelphia, 
Cincinnati and many 


other points. The harness factory for 
turning out cavalry and artillery sup- 
plies, 
was 
entirely 
equipped 
with 


American machinery. 


The manager of the 
works 
said 


English machinery was only good on 
the huge, ponderous machines, but 
that American machinery was prac- 
tically alone in the Held on line auto- 
matic work replacing the dexterity of 
hand-work. 
He estimated that the 


heavy English and French machines, 
chiefly in the foundries and machine 
shops, were ten per cent of the plant, 
all the rest being American. Some of 
the American machines were pointed 
out as having an ingenuity almost hu- 
man. One of them, used in polishing 
the discs of shells, employed a mag- 
netic current to hold the discs flrmly 
while the emery wheels did the pol- 
ishing. 
To the Belgian worker this 


was little -short of magic, as ho had 
always held the discs in his hand, 
while now the touching of a button 
gripped the discs until the work was 
done. 
There Is the same influx of 


these labur-saving machines all over 
England. France and unoccupied Bel- 
gium, and in fact all over allied Eu- 
rope. 


Besides doing the war work of all 


kinds, this new use of machinery has 
opened the eyes of producers as to 
what machinery could do for increas- 
ing British production when normal 
conditions nro restored. It has been 
argued as one of the chief weapons to 
combat the revival of German manu- 
facturers and another "Made In Ger- 
many" campaign. 
One expert has 


shown that most of the factories In 
England were equipped in the days of 
steam, and have taken no account of 
electricity as a new motive power. 
He figures out that this old-time cquip- 
tr. cut cannot possibly compete with 
American and 
German 
production 


This view is widely hold, and besides 
the American machinery Is already 
hero furnishing its own argument 
the war work. 


At the recent labor congress at Man- 


chester the delegates referred to this 
new use of machinery as one of the 
chief after-the-wnr problems, 
as 
it 


would limit 
Jiml compote with the 


hand labor of men returning from the 
army to civil occupations. But while 
recognizing it as a danger, they ap- 
peared to accept the increased use 
of machinery, particularly American 
machinery, as one of the assured facts 
brought out hy the wnr. One of the 
resolutions passed called on the gov- 
ernment to give special attention to 
•lie needs of workmen resulting from 
this new and enlarged conipctlon from 
machinery.

Washington, Feb. 25.—A way to break 


through a mine barrier or to dispose of 
the U-boat menace hns been offered our 
navy department by the well known in- 
ventor, Louis Gathmann, from whom the 
(Tathmann gun was named. 


Gathmann is an export on high ex- 


plosives, and many of his theories in 
regard to the use of such explosives have 
boon demonstrator] by this war to be 
correct. 


The Gathmann proposals ha.vo been 


referred to the bureau of ordnance, nnd 
to the commission of civilian exports. 


The (.iathmann plan is as simple as 


playing marbles. He would employ the 
"curtain of lire" used in In ml operations 
to soa flghting, but in onlor that there 
may bo such a "curtain of lire" it is 
necessary to equip ships with a typo of 
gun which will hurl a large quantity of 
explosive at comparatively short 'dis- 
tance.

Attack in Sea of Marmora 


Cost Life of 6,200 Turk- 


ish Troops. 


Xonclon, Jan. 25—(Correspondence 


of The Associated Press).—The heav- 
iest loss of life at sea in a single naval 
casualty since the war occurred was 
that in the Sea o£ Marmora on May 
10, 1915, when the Turkish transport 
Gul Gamal was torpedoed by the Brit- 
ish submarine E-14 and sunk with the 
loss of 6,200 lives. Particulars of the 
sinking were given this week In the 
prize court. 


The Gul Gamel was formerly the 


British ship Ottawa, and before that, 
the Germanla. She was nought by the 
Turkish government some time before 


the war and converted Into a trans- 
port. At the time of the sinking she 
was carrying-six thousand

gether with a field battery of six 7Bmm 


Krupp guns.

. JESUS AT POOL OF BETHESDA. 


LESSON TEXT-John 5:1-15. 
i 
1 GOT.T1EN TEXT-lt was Jesus which 
had made him whole.—John 5:15. 


Following the events of last Sun- 


day's Jesson, Jesus went to Jerusalem j 
to attend the feast (v. 1). He went up j 
according to the requirements of the ' 
Jewish law (Ex. 34:23; see Gal. 4:4), I 
but he wns not satisfied with the con- j 
ventional fulfilling of the duties for 
that occasion, nor w:is he occupied ; 
with social and commercial functions, I 
but in "going about doing good." The 
feast was an occasion of joy and mirth 
on, every hand, but in tlie midst of it : 
is this great need so graphically pic- 
tured iu this lesson. How true this is 
to ntir daily experience. 
Teachers 


should appeal to the imagination of 
their scholars and describe as vividly 
ns possible this pool. Let them depict 
a room, on the floor of which is a pool; 
In one corner of the room a stairway 
leading up to the ceiling; surrounding 
the room, at the top of the wall a 
broad walk; on the wall, lookiug down 
'toward the floor and the pool Is "a 
multitude of them that were blind, halt

These 
were 
the 


wretched ones who sought the pool, 
and evidently Jesus sought the most 
wretched of this company. 


I. Jesus went where there was need

nothing too hard for God (Gen. 18:14; 
Jer. 32:17).

U. Jesus throws the responsibility | 


upon the man (v. C). .Tcstis had eyes j 
not only to see need, but he also saw 
God's anil his own personal power to 
relieve the need. The question Is, what i 
do we see ns we journey through life? 


III. Jesus was moved with compas- 


sion (Matt. 34:14). He always has that 
feeling when he looks upon suffering 
and the misfortunes of men (Ileb. 
13:8; 
4:1,>1G; Isn. K!:9). Jesus does ( 


not do for the man what the man can 
do for himself: so lie makes his first 
appeal to the man's desire and, through i 
his desire, to the man's will, "Wilt thou : 
be made whole?" The fact that he has ' 
been n long time In his predicament, or 
the fact that a sinner has been n long 
time In an evil state Is no reason for 
supposing that Jesus will not take In- 
terest in him or that he cannot gave 
and help and heal him (Matt. 0:21; 
Luke 8:43; Acts 3:2). His question 
throws the whole matter upon the will 
of the man. Jesus Is willing and sble; 
the only question Is. are wo willing? 


IV. Jesus command* the Impossible. 


The man thought the only way he 
could bo made whole was through the 
efTicU-ncy of ihe waters in this pool, 
but Jesus, by spenking a word, had 
the power that would heal him (Ps. 
107:20); so today it Is the power of 
(he word of Christ Hint can save all 
who believe on him (Rom. 1:16). All 
rro have to do to live Is to hear and 
believe (John r,:24). 
With the com- 


mand of Christ, "Rise, take up thy 
bed," wns enabling power. The cure 
was not only complete, bnt It was In- 
stantaneous (Acts 3:7,8). 


V. He worked a complete cure. He 


was made whole even according to the 
question which Jesus had asked at the 
outset.

Greek King Tells Associated 


Press Man of His Woes 


and His Hopes. 


Athens. Jan. 14—(By a Staff Corre- 


spondent of The Associated Press).— 
King Constantino received The Asso- 
ciated. Press correspondent in audi- 
ence this morning just before he left 
for America. This is the Greek New 
Tear's day and before the Interview 
the correspondent assisted with King 
Constantine, Queen Sophie, the Prin- 
cess Helen, and the young Prince Paul, 
at the time honored New Year's cere- 
money at which :i oand of Greeks 
chant choruses in praise of king and 
eounti~y in the great hall of the pal- 
ace. 


"I am sorry you are leaving us," 


King Constantine began abruptly. "I 
don't believe that there is a man or 
woman in Greece who does not feel 
very profoundly what a great thing 
it bus been for us during this most 
critical period in our national history 
to have H correspondent of The Asso- 
ciated Press here to tell the world 
with absolute impartiality the truth 
of what is taking place. 
They tell 


me. however, that a good many of 
your telegrams to The Associated 
1'ress never got through the censors?" 
The king laughed 
a 
little 
ruefully.. 


"You 
have nothing on me," he added. 


"Neither do mine." 


As V.'vll llv in Dungeon. 


"I am afraid there is no way," he 


! went on. "\\'e might as well bo in a 


( dungeon here for all the touch we 
have with the rest of the world. The 
most ridiculous, the most outrageous 
nonsense about what is happening in 
Greece is published daily in the Eu- 
ropean press presumably written by 
journalists who are not even on the 
spot to sec the facts fur themselves. 
And when my government sends of- 
licial denials ot them the European 
newspapers will not even publish the 
denials. 
Take this letter for exam- 


ple. 
As you see it is from ex-Mayor 


IJennakis, who was arrested on De- 
cember 2, during the attempted Veni- 
xelist revolution.

paper publishes a story that Bennakis 
was so badly mistreated that his right 
arm had to be amputated and he was 
on the point of death. Far from hav- 
ing his arm amputated, he writes me 
a letter with, as you see. expressing 
his gratitude for the kindness with 
which he has been treated and assur- 
ing me that he is my most loyal and 
devoted subject.

Asks Only Fair Play. 


"After all. nil we ask Is fair play. 


JTut It seems almost hopeless to try 
to get the truth out of Greece to the 
rest of the world under present cir- 
cumstances. 
\Vc 
have been sorely 


tried these past two years and we 
don't pretend to have always been 
angels under the. constant irritation 
of the ever-increasing allied control 
of every little thing in our own private 
life—letters, telegrams, police, every- 
thing. 
Why. do you know that my 


sister-in-law. Princess Alllce of Bat- 
tenbure, was only permitted to re- 
ceive a telegram of Christmas greet- 
ings from her mother In lingland by 
courtesy of the British legation here? 


"Moreover, by taking an active hand 


in our Internal politics, England and 
France especially have succeeded In 
alienating an admiration, a sympathy 
and a devotion towards them on the 
part of the Greek people that, at the 
beginning of the war. was virtually 
an unanimous tradition. I am a sol- 
dier myself and I know nothing about 
politics, but it seems to me that when 
you start with almost the whole of a 
country passionately in your favor and 
end with it almost unanimously against 
you. 
you haven't succeeded very well. 


And T ijuite understand how those re- 
sponsible for such a result seek to ex- 
cuse themselves by exaggerating the 
difficulties they have had to contend 
with in Greece—by talking about 
Greek treachery and the immense sin- 
ister organization of German propa- 
ganda that has foiled them at every 
turn and so on. The only trouble with 
that is that they make us pay for the 
errors of their policj-. 
The people of 


Greece arc paying for them now in 
suffering and death from exposure and 
hunger, while France 
and England 


starve us out because they have made 
the. mistake, of assuming that their 
man Vonizelos coukl deliver the Greek 
army and the Greek people to the 
fntent powers whenever they wanted 
to use Greece for their advantage, re- 
gardless of the interests of Greece as 
an indpendent nation. 


.Message, for America. 


"There are just two things about 


our desperate struggle to save our- 
selves from destruction that I am go- 
ing to ask The Associated Press to try . 


I to make clear to the people of Amer- I 


I ica. 
The rest will have to come out 


some day—all the blockade and cen- 
sorships in the world cannot keep the 
truth down forever. 
Understand. I 


am not presuming .to sit in Judgment 
on the: entente powers. 
I appreciate 


that they have got other things to 
think about besides Greece. What I 
say is meant to help them do justice 
to themselves and to us, a small na- 
tion,. 


"Tho first point is this: 
We have 


two problems on our hands here in 
Greece—an internal one and an ex- 
ternal one. The entente, powers have 
made the fundamental mistake of con- 
sidering them both as one. They said 
to themselves: 
'Venlzelos is 
the 


strongest man in Greece and he is 
heart and soul with us. 
Tie can dc- 


liver the Greeks whenomer he wants 
to. Let us back Venlzelos, therefore, 
and when we need the Greek army he 
will turn it over to us.' 


"Well, they were wrong as T think 


you have seen for yourself since vo» 
have been here. 
Veinzelos was per- 


haps the strongest man in Greece as 
they thought. 
But the moment ho 


tried to turn over the Greek army 
to the entente as if we were a lot of 
mercenaries, ho became the mealiest

For in Greece no man delivers the 
Greeks. They decide their own des- 
tinies as a free people and not Eng- 
land. France and Russia put together 
con change them, neither by force of 
arms nor by starvation. 
And they 


have tried both. 
As for Vcnizelos 


himself—you had a man once in your 
country, a very great man who had 
even been vice president of tho United 
States, who planned to split tho coun- 
try in two and set himself up us n 
ruler In the part ho separated from 
the rest." 


"Your majesty means Aaron Burr?" 


Mkc Aaron Burr. 


"Precisely. But he only plotted to 


do a thing which he never accom- 
lilished. 
Venizclos, with tho assist- 


ance of tho allied 
powers—and 
he 


never could have done it without them 
—has succeeded for the being in the 
same kind of a seditious enterprise. 
You called Aaron Burr a traitor. Well, 
that's what the Greek people call Ven- 
izclos. 


"The impression has been spread 


broadcast that Vonlzelos stands in 
Greece for liberalism and his oppon- 
ents for absolutism and militarism. 
H is just the other way round. Von- 
izelos stands for whatever suits his 
own personal book. His Idea, of gov- 
ernment Is absolute dictatorship— a 
sort of Mexican government, I take it. 
When he was premier he broke every 
man who dared to disagree with him 
In his own party. 
Ho never sought 


to express the will of the people; he 
imposed his will on the people. Tho 
Greek people will not stand for that. 
They demand a constitutional govern- 
ment in which there is room for two 
parties, 
liberals and conservatives, 


each with a definite program, as in the 
United States or England or any other 
civilized country, not personal govern- 
ment where the only party division is 
Into Venizelists and anti-Venizelists. 


The Other Thing. 


"That is one thing I wanted to say. 


The other is about the effect of the 
so-called 
German 
propaganda 
in 


Greece. The entente powers seerm to 
have adopted the attitude that every- 
body who is not willing to flght on 
their side must be a 
pro-German. 


Nothing could be falser in respect to 
Greece. 
The 
present resentment 


against the 
allies in Greece—and 


there is a good deal of it, especially 
since the blockade Is due to the allies 
themselves and not to any German 
propaganda. 
The proof of It is that 


when the so-called 
German 
propa- 


ganda was at its height there was little 
or no hostility in Greece towards the 
allies. It has only been since the diplo- 
matic representatives of all the central 
empires and everybody else whom the 
Anglo-French secret police indicated 
as inimical to the entente, have been 
expelled from Greece and any Ger- 
man propaganda rendered virtually 
impossible, that there has grown up 
aiiy unpopular feeling against the en- 
tente. 


"Part of this is due to the entente's 


identification oC their greater cause 
with the personal ambitions of Veni- 
xclos; but a great deal has also been 
due to the very unfortunate handling 
of the allied control in Greece. When 
you write a personal letter of no pos- 
sible international significance 
to a 


friend or relative here In Athens a.nd 
post It. In Athens and it is held a week, 
opened and half its contents blacked 
out, it makes you pretty cross—not 
because it is unspeakable tyranny In a 
free country at peace 
with all the 


world, but because it is so silly. 
For 


after all If you -want to plot with a 
man living in the same town you don't 
write him a letter. You put on your 
hat and go to see him. Half tho peo- 
ple in Greece have been continually 
exasperated by Just this story of unin- 
telligent control which has irritated 
the Greek people beyond any telling, 
but to say tha.t they are pro-German 
because they dislike having their pri- 
vate letters opened or their homes en- 
terned without any legal authority 
whatsoever Is childlah. Its a vicious 
circle. The entente take exceptionally 
severe measures because they allege 
the 
Greeks are 
pro-German. 
The 


Greeks 
very naturally 
resent 
the 


measures thus taken as 
would ths 


Americans or anybody else. Tho en- 
tente then turns around 
and says: 


! 'You sec, that proves that the Greeks 
are pro-German as we suspected.' 


i

"The fact of the matter is that there 


is even now less pro-German feeling 
ing in Greece than 
in 
tho 
United 


States, Holland or any of the Scandi- 
navian countries. 
And there is far 


less 
anti-entente 
propaganda 
in 


Greece even now than there Is anti- 
Hellenic 
propaganda 
in 
England, 


France and Russia. The whole feeling 
of the Greek people towards the en- 
tente powers today is one of sorrow 
and disillusionment. They had heard 
; so much of this 'war for the defense 
I of little nations' that it has been a 
very great shock to them to be treated 
as they feel very badly, even cruelly, 
for no reason and to nobody's prollt. 
And more than anything else, after 
all tho Greek government and Greek 
people have done to help tho entente 
powers since the very outbreak ot 
tho war, thoy deeply resent 
being 


called pro-German because they have 
not been willing to see their own coun- 


f try destroyed as Serbia and Rumania 


have been destroyed. 


"As I have tried repeatedly to point 


out to the entente representatives 
there can only bo one certain guaran- 
tee of tho safety of tho allied forces 
In tho Balkans as far as tho Greeks 
are concerned—that is mutual confi- 
dence. Tho assumption that 
every 


Greek Is an enemy and not to be trust- 
ed Is merely a standing challenge to 
every hothead to attempt something 
Irreparable—irreparable for Greece an 
well as for the entente. 


"I havo done everything I could to 


dissipate the mistrust of tho Powers, 
I have given every possible assurance 
and guarantee. Many of the milltar" 
measures that I have demanded I my- 
self suggested with a view to tran- 
quillizing the allies and myself volun- 
tarily offered to execute. 
My army, 


which any soldier knows, could never 
conceivably have constituted a. danger 
to the allied forces In Macedonia, has 
been virtually put in jail in the Pelopo- 
nessus. 
My people have been dis- 


armed and are today powerless even 
against revolution and they know from 
bitter experience that revolution is a 
possibility so long as the entente pow- 
ers continue to finance the only de- 
clared revolutionary party of Venize- 


los. There isn't enough food left in 
Greece to last a fortnight. Not the 
Belgians themselves under 
German 


rulo have been rendered more help- 
less than are we Greece today. 


"Isn't it. therefore, time calmly to 


look at conditions In Greece as they 
are, to give over a policy dictated by 
panic and to display a little of the high 
quality fo faith which alone is tho 
foundation of friendship?"

Shippers Discount Results of 


Great Britain's Cur- 


tailment. 


New York, Feb. 24.—Great Britain's 


curtailment 
of imports, announced 


yesterday by Premier Lloyd George, is 
not regarded as likely to have any im- 
portant effect upon the shipping sit- 
uation at the port of New York. On 
the basis of tho prime minister's state- 
ment shippers toifty estimated the to- 
tal reduction of imports 2.000.000' tons 
a year. 
Taking 5,000 tons as a fair 


average cargo, they point that the 
new regulation would cut the number 
of voyages to the United Kingdom re- 
quired to supply current demand by 
400. 
In this connection attention was 


called to a statement issued by tho 
British embassy at Washington show- 
ing that arrivals at British ports dur- 
ing the first two weeks of February, 
exclusive of coastwise and local traf- 
fic, averaged 341 a day. It was point- 
ed out also that previous import pro- 
hibitions enforced by Great Britain 
hud comparatively little effect in re- 
ducing the 
enormous demand for 


freight movement.

Washington, Feb. 24.—On the the- 


ory that the present high prices of 
foodstuffs are not due to railroad con- 
gestion as first charged, but that they 
are due to certain definite attempts to 
boost prices, the administration today 
took preliminary steps toward allevi- 
ating the conditions that have caused 
bread riots in 
many parts 
of the 


United States. 


Attorney General Gregory, after a

have "an important announcement for 
tho public which, it is hoped, will 
prove of gome avail." 


Mr. Gregory's statement was taken 


to refer to a preliminary investigation 
•undertaken by the department which 
tends to show manipulation of food 
supplies and prices. It Is also under- 
stood that the department is investi- 
gating to determine what part In the 
food situation is played by pro-Ger- 
man propaganda for a food embargo. 


Carl Vrooman, assistant secretary of 


agriculture, made a demand that con- 
gress appropriate the necessary money 
to permit the federal trade commis- 
sion and the department of agriculture 
to investigate the food situation. He 
Intimated in a public statement ac- 
companying his demand that such an 
investigation might show "excessive 
and unpatriotic" profits for some in a 
"time of national crisis." 


Peace Folks' Resolution on 


President Wilson is 


Toned Down. 


New York, Feb. 24.—The American 


pcacn society today sent to Washing- 
ton a long list of resolutions and recom- 
mendations endor«ed t>y peace society 
delegates from different, parts of the 
country, who were culled together by the 
society for the purpose of taking united 
action in view of the international cri- 
sis. A majority of the delegatea balked 
at a proposition to express unlimited 
confidence in President Wilson and the 
resolution finally adopted expressed con- 
fidence only in the sentiments contained 
in his peace address to the senate. Tho 
confrronro decided to make this speech 
the basin of n publicity campaign against 
the entrance of the United States into 
war.

largest producers of onions In tho 
country. "That would mako about 5,- 
000 car loads. Two weeks ago I saw a 
statement that there' were not more 
than 1.500 cars of oniony in the coun- 
try. 
Millions of bushels are raised in 


other parts of the country and every- 
where there was at least two-thirds 
of a normal crop. If there are only 
1.500 
cars loft I wonder how the dif- 


ference can be accounted for. 


"Practically all the onions raised in 


the Chicago district were sold by the 
producers at prices which did not 
average higher than $1.75 a hundred 
pounds. 
Tho present stocks are in 


storage houses and onions are sellhig 
at 12 to 15 cents a pound or six or 
eight times as much as the producer 
was paid for them." 


The car shortage situation has not 


improved In this city, at least as rar 
aa It concerned grain shipments. One 
large elevator closed in South Chi- 
cago yesterday because of lack of 
cars and it was said four elevators 
belonging to the large grain houses 
would probably shut down during the 
day.

Two Dutch steamers Gaasterland 


are listed In maritime records. 
The 


larger, 3,317 tons gross, was engaged 
In trade between Holland and South 
America and was last reported on hot- 
departure from Amsterdam, .Tannery 
16, for Buenos Aires. Under ordinary 
circumstances she would not have been 
in the vicinity of the English channel 
on Thursday. 
Apparently the vessel 


sunk is the steamer of 1,091 tons gross, 
whose recent movements have not been 
reported. 


The Zaandljk, Norderdijk and .laca- 


tra were in trade between Holland and 
the United States. The Menado and 
Bandoeng plied between Holland and 
the Dutch East Indies. 


Eight million dollars was the esti- 


mated value of the Dutch, vessels. The 
Menado, owned by the Rotterdam 
Lloyds, and the Bandoneg, owned by 
the Royal Dutch Lloyds, each carried 
a million dollar cargo of 'tobacco and 
other valuable goods such as skins, 
from the Dutch East Indies, consigned 
to the Dutch government. The Noor- 
derdijk of the. Holland-American line, 
carried 8,500 tons of grain worth $800.- 
000 from New York to Rotterdam. The 
Jacatra, owned by the 
Rotterdam 


Lloyds, also carried $800,000 worth of 
grain from New York for Rotterdam. 
Tho other three vessels destroyed, 
Zaandijk, Ecmland and Gaasterland, 
were In ballast. 


According to latest available figures, 


the total tonnage afloat was 2,000,000 
prior to the destruction of the seven 
vessels reported today which totaled 
32.500 tons. AH cargoes on them were 
owned by and consigned to the Dutch 
government. Whenever they were on 
voyages to Holland and from sixty to 
eighty per cent was required to be 
grain whenever the ships sailed from 
United States ports, with the Dutch 
government dictating tho character of ] 
the balance of the cargoes. 
| 


Five Dutch ships, carrying several 


million dollars worth of grain and ! 
other cargo, are now in the harbor of | 
Halifax being examined by the British j 
authorities there, it was reliably re- 
ported in shipping circles in New York j 
today. These vessels were tied up in I 
New York ports for some time after I 
the German submarine proclamation ' 
was made public and sailed for Rotter- I 
dam only after arrangements made j 
with the British admiralty by which 
the ships could put in at Halifax In- 
stead of Klrkwell or Falmouth. Tho 
ships now at Halifax will not hare to 
touch at the British Isles and thus may 
avoid the U-boat war zone.

Two British Steamers Sunk to the 
, AVest of Colombo. 


Toklo, Japan, Feb. 24.—The NichI 


Nichi announces that an armed mer- 
chantman is raiding commerce in the 
Indian ocean and has sunk two British 
steamers to the west of Colombo. 


A Mall dispatch to the Associated 


Press from 
Tokio, under date of 


January 10, said 
that 
persistent 


rumors were afloat in Japan that two 
German converted cruisers had ap- 
peared in the Indian ocean. The dis- 
patch stated that the Japanese navy 
department had ordered a.n investiga- 
tion of the report and that several war 
ship, of hifrh. speed had been detailed 
for patrol duty in the neighborhood of 
Singapore, Penang and other points 
on Indian ocean routes. At the same 
time the Bombay branch of the Nip- 
pon Yusen Kaisha, one of Japan's 
greatest shipping concerns, reported a 
sudden rise in war insurance because 
of the rumored raiders. The Japanese 
government was said to have taken 
special measures for the protection of 
empire's shipping among which was 
the arming of several steamers'plying 
between Japan and England with 
three-inch guns. 


Japanese gunners from the navy 


were supplied. Since the destruction 
of the famous German raider cruiser, 
Bmden, in the Cocos Island, by the 
Australian cruiser, Sydney. In Novem- 
ber, 1914, the waters of tho far east 
have been undisturbed by German 
commerce raiders. Tho Emden sank 
three British steamers in the Indian 
ocean Sept. 14, 1!)14, and a week later 
bombarded 
Madras. 
Shft was next 


heard of from Rangoon where more 
British vessels were her prey. 
Her 


final exploit occurred when she dis- 
guised herself as a Japanese mer- 
chantman, steamed unchallenged un- 
der the guns of the British fort in the 
harbor of Pcnang, and torpedoed the 
Russian 
cruiser 
Jemtchug and 
a 


French destroyer.

The senate was expected to spend 


its first full Saturday at work, con- 
fronting an immense volume of busi- 
ness. An effort to agrco to a noon ad- 
journment failed in tho face of a bul- 
letin board loaded with senate and 
house bills awaiting third reading. 


More than 130 bills have been posted 


in the seriate and some of them have 
been delayed for more than two weeks. 
It was suggested that omnibus methods 
be adopted in the case of the moro im- 
portant bills and it is conceded by both 
floor leaders that such procccdure 
holds out the only hope many of them 
have of passage. 


Plenty of Debate Near. 


With the state highway commission 


and excise tax bills before the two 
houses there will be plenty of debate 
during the next few days. There are

mako it practically certain, it is said 
that they will go to conference. 


Tho Maston-McKinley suffrage bill 


was expected in the governor's office, 


its passage by the house having been 
reported in the senate yesterday. It 
was expected that advocates of votes 
for women would arrange for a cere- 
mony in connection with the chief ex- 
ecutive's signature of the bill, but nono 
had been decided upon early today. 


With the end of the session ap- 


proaching the house calendar is much 
further advanced than is that of the 
senate, and Speaker Eschbach believes 
it will be necessary for his side of the 
legislature to hold night sessions. Tho 
situation In that regard in the senate 
is uncertain. 


Excise Tax BUI Amended. 


While the senate was yesterday 


amending the excise tax bill, reducing 
the rates as fixed in ilko bill by the I 
house from 25 to GO per cent and add- I 
ing other provisions, which were said 
to strengthen the measure, the house 
passed the commission-manager plan 
of government bill and tho highway 
commission bill, after the latter had 
been changed back to amendments al- 
most to the form In which It was Intro- 
duced In the senate. The vote on the 
highway commission bill was 72 to 14. 
This bill now goes back to the senate 
for action on tho house amendments. 


Governor Goodrich announced that 


ho had signed a number of bills, in- 
cluding those to abolish tho office of 
counsel and clerk to the public aervlco 
commission, to provide for the 'consol- 
idation of township schools by Repre- 
sentative t O'Lcary, and to authorize 
tho state'to receive gifts of land or 
money for state parks and state Insti- 
tutions. 


The liquor question was thrust Into 


the house again, when Representative 
Harris of Gary Introduced a bill to . 
permit brewers and distillers to man- I 
ufacture alcoholic beverages In Indl- : 
ana, after tho state goes dry on April 
2, IfllS, for shipment outside the state. 
The bill is similar to the measure killed 
in tho senate earlier in the week. 


The Senate Amendment. 
' 


Tho senate sent the excise' tax bill to 


engrossment and by agreement it was 
made a special order of business for 
third reading at 2 o'clock Monday aft- 
ernoon. 


Foreign insurance companies and 


building and loan associations were ex- 


cluded from the tax. The assessment 
was limited to 12 per cent dividends 
and wherein a corporation pays the 
maximum 
tax. 
no statement of its 


business to the state tax board is re- 
quired. 
Telephone and telegraph companies 
arc classified with utilities other than 
common carriers and the tax on this 
class of corporations reduced from one 
per cent of gross earnings to a quarter 
of one per cent thereon. Accident and 
health insurance companies are in- 
cluded in the section referring to insur- 
ance companies which 
under 
the 


amended bill are to be taxed a quarter 
of one per cent Bank assessments are 
reduced to one-tenth of one per cent. 
An amendment taxing oil companies 4 
per cent of their gross Income was 
adopted. 


Revelation of any information con- 


tained in corporation reports by state 
officials or clerks is made a misde- 
meanor punishable by a fine up to |500. 


A now section providing that should 


any one section of tho bill be held un- 
constitutional, it .shall not Invalidate 
the rest of the bill, was adopted.
